Challenge Seen

Over Meat Ban 
In Supermarkets 


MIAMI, Fla. (NJP)—A strong challenge to the decision ban- 
ning sale of kosher meat in supermarkets appeared in the making 
this week, as a bitter three-way fight between rabbis, butchers 
and the Food Fair Stores boiled over here. 

Consfmers, meanwhile, seemed to indicate they didn’t par- 


ticuularly care about who was 
“right” in the controversy. 

IN FACT, a survey taken by 
The POST revealed that the con- 
troversy seemed to have little 
effect on kosher meat buyers. 
As one Orthodox woman con- 
fided: “Of course, I’m confused 
by all the statements, but as 
long as it says ‘strictly kosher’ 
on the window I'll buy my meats 
whether it’s Food Fair, or one 
of the other markets.” 

Reports were current in Eliz- 
abeth, N.J., that Rabbi Pinchas 
Teitz, that city’s chief rabbi and 
member of a three-man board 
looking into the kashrut situa- 
tion, would refuse to recognize 
the decision banning the sale of 
kosher meat at three Food Fair 
supermarkets in Miami Beach. 

The decision was handed down 
two weeks ago by Rabbi Eliezer 
Silver of Cincinnati, president of 
the Union of Orthodox Rabbis 
(Agudath Harabonim), and a 
member of the three - rabbi 
board. 

RABBI TEITZ, whose _ juris- 
diction of supervision includes a 
slaughterhouse owned by _ the 
Food Fair chain in New Jersey, 
refused to comment to The POST 
on the reports. 

“T have no statement to make 
to The National Jewish POST,” 
he said. “If I have anything to 
say, The POST wil have to get 
it from other sources, Let them 
get it from Mrs. Rosmarin.” The 
reference was to comments of 
Mrs. Trude  Weiss-Rosmarin 
printed by The POST which 
were critical of Rabbi Teitz.

Rabbi S. T. Swirsky, president 
of the Southern Region of the 
Rabbinical Council of America, 
told The POST, “The decision 
will affect the Jewish communt- 
ty on a national level. Rabbi 
Silver’s directive (NJP, May 17) 
cannot be treated lightly.” 

QUESTIONED about a state 
ment by Rabbi Joseph E. Rack- 
ovsky that Food Fair was under 
constant supervision, and man- 
agement has conformed to all 
the laws of Torah and Kash- 
ruth, Rabbi Swirsky charged 
that “only the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil could make a decision. Rabbi 
Rackovsky speaks for himself.” 

Rabbi Swirsky called on all 
Jews not to “heed any rumors 
or statements made by any in- 
dividuals. This is not an eco- 
nomic problem,” he said, “but 
one of deep spiritual and soul- 
ful implications.” 

Friedland countered that the 
economic problem is involved. 

“WE HAVE SOLD,” he said, 
“under the most kosher and 
sanitary conditions, the finest 
kosher meats, at a much lower 
price than they can be obtained 
at the specific butchers whose 
agents had made false state-

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Passover Vote Law 


Controversy Rages

NEWARK, N. J. — The controversy stemming from the co- 
incidence of New Jersey’s primary election with the first day of 
Passover continues to smolder here. 

LATEST VOICE to be raised—not so much against the state 
but against the handling of the situation by Jewish leaders—was 


that of Dr. Max Gruenewald, 
rabbi of the influential Congre- 
gation B’nai Israel in the ex- 
clusive suburban community of 
Millburn. 

“For that oversight I would 
not blame our state government 
too much,” writes Rabbi Gruene- 
wald in the May issue of his 
congregation’s bulletin. “More 
irksome is the fact that the date 
was not changed when there was 
time and a chance to change.” 


DR. GRUENEWALD also had 
sharp words for rabbis who of- 
fered individual expressions of 
opinion to newspapers after the 
conflict in dates was discovered. 

Terming some of the published 
comments “highly embarrassing 
and detrimental to the interests 
of our Jewish community,” Dr. 
Gruenewald suggested that if 
any comment had to be forth- 
coming it should have come 
from the president of the Board 
of Rabbis of Essex County. 

“It happens,” wrote Rabbi 
Gruenewald, “to Jews, too, that 
they forget about our holidays. 

“THE RESPECT for the Jew- 
ish holidays is a matter of prin- 
ciple and there is no room for 
individual comments. 

“We all know that there are 
Temples which find it difficult 
to bring together a praying con- 
gregation on the Passover holi- 





days and we also know that 
there are Jews for whom Pass- 
over as a holiday hardly exists.” 

Earlier, a Conservative rabbi, 
Rabbi Louis M. Levitsky of 
Oheb Shalom Congregation, New- 
ark, had accused an Orthodox 
rabbi of counseling the Ameri- 
can, Jewish Congress not to press 
for a law which would have 
permitted Jews to cast absentee 
ballots in the election. 


THIS WOULD have prevented 
the disenfranchisement of large 
numbers of Jews, who abstained 
from voting either because of 
religious dictates or out of pro- 
test. 

The AJC identified the’ rabbi 
as Rabbi Israel Gerstein, presi- 
dent of the state rabbinical 
council. AJC members said they 
consulted Rabbi Gerstein last 
summer, when they first con- 
sidered a proposed absentee bal- 
lot law, but he counseled them 
against pressing for it. 

Rabbi Gerstein has denied he 
was consulted or that he ever 
gave such counsel. 

MEANWHILE, D. Beryl Man- 
ischewitz, president of the New 
Jersey AJC, said his organiza- 
tion is continuing to push for 
the law.

Eilat Not ‘Siberia’ 
Of Israel, Says

TEL AVIV (NJP) —Eilat is 
not an Israeli Siberia, its mayor, 
Hanoch Nenner, angrily pointed 
out this week, as he demanded 
that Israeli police stop “exiling” 
criminals to his town. 

In a _ public speech, Mayor 
Nenner declared that the Israeli 
police for “some years” had been 
sending criminals to Eilat, where 
life is “harder than elsewher2 
in the country.” 

“We are building a town of 
workers and idealists, not a ref- 
uge for criminals,” the mayor 
said. 

A police spokesman told The 
POST’s reporter that “a smail 
number of released prisoners 
settled in Eilat in order to re- 
start a new, honest life,” but 
neither these ex-prisoners nor 
criminals, in general, were “ex- 
iled” by the police to Eilat.

NY YORK — One of the world’s most eminent psycho- 


analysts said this week that to date the state of Israel as a ful- 
fillment of the Messianie ideal would prostitute the ideal and be a 
great danger to Judaism spiritually. 

In discussing the meaning of the prophetic concept of the 


Messiah, Dr, Erich Fromm stat- 
ed that there was no connection 
between Israel and this ideal. 


“If ZIONISM means a place 
where Jews can go to live, if 
Zionism means a haven for ref- 
uugees, if Zionism means a cul- 
tural or spiritual renaissance, I 
would say nothing,” Dr. Fromm 
asserted. 

“But, I must protest against 
any idea that Zionism is the 
fulfillment of the messianic vi- 
sion,” Dr. Fromm added. 

He then chastised Israel for 
Its treatment of Arabie citizens 
and for starting the war against 
Egypt. He quoted from prophet- 
fc books to show how these ac- 
tions ran counter to the Torah. 

Dr. Fromm spoke before an 
Interfaith forum at Columbia 
university. More than 300 stu- 
dents crowded the huge room. 

Dr. Fromm was asked how 
t State of Israel could live 
in line with the messianic ideal 
of peace and yet defend herself. 
Dr. Fromm said this was a prob

He suggested that Israel de-

THE REASON for this differ- 
ence does not go into personali- 
ties. It is more basic than that. 
For centuries, Sue’s people, the 
Jews, have been accustomed to 
being a minority group. For 
Mary, it was a disconcerting ex- 
perience to be in the minority. 

Neither girl was pampered or 
discriminated against in either 
group. It was just a question of 
what she was used to. 

To return to the original prob- 
lem of self-segregation, we have 
found that MOST (we are NOT 
saying ALL) of the Jewish teens 
in an average high school, will 
tend to stay together and not 
mix in groups. By themselves, 
however, and with one person 
of a different religion, a strong 
friendship can be built. 


THERE ARE some exceptions 
to this average person which 
we have created. There are some 
people who have the facility to 
mix well with either group. 


USUALLY, boys seem o be 
more capable of this. The price 
of being able to be with both 
groups is dating non-Jews (more 
about this in a few weeks). 

At any rate, one could say 
that overcoming religious differ- 
ences is quite possible in school, 
but interreligious friendships 
are not quite as successful when

Doesn't Take An Athlete

Povich, it reminded us of the 
career of the man who is one 
of America’s finest sportswrit- 
ers and certainly one of the best 
Jewish ones. 

Povich came in 1922 from Bar 
Harbor, Me. to run copy in 
Washington, first in war, first 
in peace and last in the Ameri- 
can league. It is remarkable that 
Shirley was able to surmount 
this obstacle of sacrificing a 
good part of each year to behold 
the pitiful cavortings of the 
Senators and still attain emi- 
nence in his profession. 


DESPITE THIS albatross, Po- 
Vich’s apprenticeship proved in 
such good stead that before he 


had begun to shave with any 
regularity he found himself 
sports editor of the Washing 


ton Post. Not very many others 
before or since have atained 
similar rank on a metropolitan 
newspaper at the frightfully 
precocious age of 20. 

Attaining the editorship proved 
but one of the milestones in Po- 
vich’s career. He has been pres- 
ident of the Baseball Writers of 
America, a war correspondent 
with the navy and marine corps 
in the Pacific, and author of nu- 
merous articles on sports in top- 
flight national magazines as 
well as of a book on the ines- 
capable Senators. 

During the greatest part of 
Povich’s career the top two 
sports personalities on the Wash- 
ington scene were George Pres- 
ton Marshall, president of the 
football Redskins, and Clark 
Griffith, owner of the Senators. 


GRIFFITH, now deceased, 
was a favorite of Povich, and

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP) 
—“I want to be .the first Jew- 
ish manager to make the big 
leagues.” 

It was Andy Cohen, manager 
of the AA Indianapolis Indians, 
talking. Andy has had three pen- 
nant winners in his last seven 
years as manager. 

The one-time New York Giant 
infielder (he played three years 
under the famed John McGraw) 
was a rarity when he went up 
to the Giants as a ballplayer, 
and he confided to The POST 
that his prime ambition in base- 
ball is to return to the majors 
at the helm of a club. 

Andy’s colorful background 
includes a football career at the 
University of Alabama, where 
he was a grid season roommate 
of Johnny Mack Brown, All- 
American halfback, and_ film 
cowboy hero. 

“People always said McGraw 
was looking for a Jewish box 
office draw, but what he really 
wanted was a good player, 
best for each position,” Andy 
recalls. “I’m the proof of that. 
When McGraw decided I couldn't 


stick as a player—back to the 
minors I went.” 
COHEN DECLARED: “I was 


proud to represent my faith in 
the majors. I can’t feel too 
strongly that my Jewish training 
helped me to lead the right 
kind of life.” 

Andy played nine years for 
Minneapolis, then went into 
managing. He had a_ pennant 
winner at Eau Claire, Wis., and 
two winners in four years at 
Deriver. The other two years he 
finished second, losing out on 
the final day of the season. 
Cohen {s the first Jewish man- 
ager in the American Associa- 
tion. As far as he knows, he’s 
the only Jewish manager in 
Triple A history. 

His younger brother, Syd, a 
former pitcher with Washington, 


manages the Class C Juarez 
club in the Mexican Central 
league, just across the border 








tate to criticize the “Old Fox” 
fog some of the farcical aggre- 
gations he put into uniform, he 
kept his nudges gentle. 

But Marshall has found that 
Povich’s typewriter can bite. 
When the football owner was 
haileg by his fellow moguls as 
“the greatest asset in the history 
of American sports,” Povich re- 
marked, “There are those who 
will contend that a more debat- 
able statement has never been 
uttered in the entire history of 
the spoken word.” 

Povich and his wife, Ethyl, 
recently celebrated their silver 
wedding anniversary. The knot, 
tied in 1932 at an Orthodox cer- 
emony, has been fruitful. The 
Poviches have three children: 
David, a Yale student; Morris, 
a high school athlete; and the 
youngest, Lynn. 

Just take a look at the rec- 
ord; for a fellow who can’t hit, 
run or throw, Shirley Povich 
has made a pretty big dent in 
the sports world.

from the brothers’ home town 
of El Paso. 
SPEAKING OF his years in 


the South, at the University of 
Alabama,.as a high school coach 
in El Paso, as a manager at 
New Orleans, and traveling in 
the south with the Indianapolis 
club, Cohen declared: 
“I’ve never .run across a sin- 
gle instance of discrimination 
against me as a Jew. I’ve al- 
ways been treated exceptionally 
well, and received openly — in 
hotels, resorts, everywhere.” 
Andy Cohen’ is a 50-year-old 
product of El] Paso, Tex., where 
he was raised in an Orthodox 
home, went to heder, joined 
B’nai Brith, and _ still returns 
annually to accompany his de- 
vout mother to High Holy Day 
services at B'nai Zion Congre- 
gation. 


“I'M A Jew and I'll never 
change,” Andy told this reporter 
in an exclusive interview for 
The POST. “The name is Cohen 
~-C-O-H-E-N—that’s tne way it’s 
spelled.” 

Despite his intense Jewish 
feelings, Andy married a Gen- 
tile girl, The Cohens have three 
lovely children, and a home in 
Elmira, N.Y., although they are 
now planning to move to Indian- 
apolis. 

Andy concedes the problems 
presented by intermarriage, and 
approaches them realistically. 


“’'D NEVER give up my re- 
religion, anqd my wife won't 
change hers,’ Andy He 
admits it would have been bet- 
ter had they been able to work 
out a solution before marriage, 
but he adds, “I didn’t marry her 
because she was a Gentile, and 
she didn’t marry me because I 
was Jewish. We were two people 
in love..” 

As for the children—always 
the major problem in an inter- 
marriage, Andy says, “They’re 
aware of their background as 
Jews and as Gentiles. Their de- 
cision will be up to them when 
they’re old enough. 

“T’d like them to be Jewish, 
of course. When I can, I take 
them to services, or to Sunday 
school, and I try to make them 
aware of what it is to be a Jew.”

COHEN WENT on to state 
that he felt it was always better 
if both parents had the same 
religious belief, but he thinks it 
wouldn’t be right for either to 
demand that the other change. 

“T feel it’s better for the chil- 
dren to have some kind of re- 
ligious feeling rather than none 
at all,” Andy said. “I hope my 
kids adopt the Jewish faith, but 
if they don’t, they’re still my 
children and I’ll love them just 
as much.” 

Why aren’t there more Jewish 


ballplayers, especially in the big 
leagues? 

Cohen said he thought it wag 
the lack of financial opportunity 
and rewards in the early stageg 
of a baseball career, 


“JEWISH PARENTS don’t 
want their sons kicking around 
in the minors at low salaries, 
when they could be training fog 
professional careers,” Andy de. 
clared. } 

He doesn’t think there is any 
particular discrimination against 
Jews in baseball, 

Andy has one Jewish player 
on his club, 20-year-old Barry 
Latman from Los Angeles. A 
prep phenom on the coast iwo 
years ago, Barry racked up a 
14-14 record last year at Mem 
phis, and was maintaining a 
.00 clip in the early stages of 


this season. : 


“BARRY IS a good kid who 
works hard, is strong, and hag 
a good arm,” Cohen said. “He 
is a definite major league pros 
pect. i 

“I've always felt it was your 
ability that counted, and your 
desire to work hard,” Andy said,

don’t care whether a man igs 
Jewish, colored, or anything 
else. They'll play the best man 
they’ve got at each position, re- 
gardjess, without thought of ex 
ploiting a man’s race or religion, !

Jews Show Less 
Bias Toward Negro

BROOKLYN, N. Y. (NJP)—Jews show less bias toward Negroes 
than either Protestants or Catholics, according to a survey pub- 


lished in Catholic Digest. 


Results of the survey were released by the Anti-Defamation 


League. 
accurate one available by the 
Anti-Defamation League, in re- 
sponse to a question by a POST 
and OPINION reporter. 

INQUIRY was spurred by the 
“coolness” of the American Negro 
press toward the State of Israel. 

A RANKING Jewish leader 
had declared at a _ Brooklyn 
meeting this week that “The 
Jew in America did not go along 
with the Negro as far as he 
could.” 

This statement was made by 
Jules Cohen, national NCRAC 
co-ordinator, at the 17th annual 
meeting of the Brooklyn Jew- 
ish Community Council. 

Speaking on “Challenges to 
American Democracy,” Cohen 
was trying to explain what had 
been called the “coolness” of the 
American Negro press toward Is- 
rael. 

COHEN ADDED that he felt 
the primary factor in this cool- 
ness was one of “color,” with 
the Negro standing with his 
brothers in all parts of the 
world, 

Three major defense agencies 
—the ADL, American Jewish 
Committee, and the Jewish Labor 
Committee — agreed that there 
were no special problems between 
Jew and Negro, but that circum- 
stances follow the pattern of a 
particular community. 

None of the agencies ,had 
heard of any _ discrimination 
against Negroes by Jews in re- 
soris. Housing and real estate 


The survey was pointed to as the most scientific and 





appeared to follow the general 
pattern of the area involved. 

The agencies also agreed that 
Jewish attitudes probably played 
no part in the Negro press edi- 
torial slant against Israel. They 
agreed it stemmed from race 
identification. 

THE CATHOLIC DIGEST sur- 
very, referred to earlier, was di- 
vided into two groups, Northern 
and Southern Whites, each 
broken down into three religious 
groupings. 

Of the Northern group, Pro- 
testants were 33 per cent for 
segregation, 58 per cent against, 
and 9 per cent had no opinion, 
Catholics were 30 per cent for, 
61 against, 9, no opinion. Jews 
were 44 per cent for, 31 against, 
and 25, no opinion. 

IN THE SOUTH, Protestants 
were 75 per cent to 17 against, 
with 8, no opinion; Catholics 
were 76-19-5 against, while Jews 
were 45-33 against, with 22 per 
cent, no opinion. 

The ADL interprets the “no 
opinion” as generally favorable 
toward the Negro among those 
who don’t want to go on record. 
Thus, the evaluation that the 
Jew ranks as most pliable to- 
ward the Negro. 

All three Jewish agencies carry 
on educational work to better 
white-colored relations, All are 
noted for long records of fight- 
ing for civil rights for all minor- 
ities,

Young Adolf, a top student at Nicolsburg College, dis 


tinguished himself in foreign 


languages, among them He- 


brew grammar and Bible reading. 
He quickly obtained a large number of Jewish pupils 


in these subjects, among them the town’s rabbi. 


The rabbi 


said the non-Jewish teacher was excellent, but advised him 
to cover his head when teaching the Bible. 
Dr. Shaerf was twice arrested by the Gestapo during the 


Nazi occupation of Austria. 


Almost immediately after his 


election to the presidency, Dr. Shaerf attended a reception 
at the Israel legation in Vienna to fete Israel's Ninth Inde- 


pendence Day.

VANDALS DEFACE HOME 
OF BLIND ADL LEADER 


By MILT HEIT 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (NJP) — Anti-Semitic vandalism was 
blamed for an inscription appearing in huge letters on the side 
of the home occupied by Mrs. Thelma Keitlen, blind regional di- 
rector of the Anti-Defamation League of the B’nai B’rith. 

The presence of the letters spelling out “JEW” in white paint 


was brought to her attention by 
friends, 


MRS. KEITLEN said the sign 
was probably painted on the side 
of the house during a_ recent 
week end that found her away 
performing her duties. She also 
said there were other inscrip- 
tions of a vulgar nature on the 
back of the home. One of these 
spelled out “Blind Jew,” she re- 
ported. 

The ADL official said she re- 
ported the matter to the Crime 
Prevention Bureau, and. also 
spoke to Springfield Police Chief 
Raymond Gallagher about the 
vandalism. 

Police later, when asked about 
the presence of signs on the 
house, stated there was no rec- 
ord of a complaint lodged by 
Mrs. Keitlen. 


The anti-Semitic inscription 
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was brought to the attention of 
a local newspaper by a passing 
motorist. 


“I NEVER expected to sée 
anything like that here, because 
Springfield is fairly free of an- 
ti-Semitism,” he said. “These are 
not the days of Hitler. We don’t 
have any dictators.” 

Mrs. Keitlen also reported that 
several days before the appear- 
ance of the signs on the house, 
someone had strung a_ rope 
across her lawn. She thought it 
might have been put there to 
trip her up. 

Commenting on the incident, 
Rabbi Norman Lamm said “the 
adjective used in the inscription 
shows that it is a deed of the 
lowest caliber.” 


“IN MY THREE years in 
Springfield, I have never heard 
of such a thing and feel that the 
deed was the work of unintelli- 
gent persons.

Jewish Community Council to legislation calling for enforcement 

of kashrut supervision by the state drew an angry rebuttal here, 

as the state’s Jewish leaders split into two divergent camps, 
Rabbinical spokesmen for Orthodox Jews in the San Francisco 


Bay region viewed the stand of 
the LAJC as an attempt to 
weaken the forces of Orthodoxy 
in the state. 

Rabbi Stanley Wexler of Con- 
gregation Chevra Thilim in San 
Francisco said the LAJCC “had 
no feeling’ for the supervision 
of kashrut and therefore for the 
Los Angeles group to oppose the 
bill at legislative committee hear- 
ings in Sacramento “was pre- 
sumptuous.” In this stand he 
was backed by Rabbi Alfred 
Fruchter of Congregation Beth 
Jacob in Ookland. 

Noting that the LAJCC op- 
posed state enforcement of kash- 
rut on the grounds that it vio- 
lated the principle of separation 
of church and state, Rabbi Wex- 
ler pointeq out that at present 
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13 states, including California, 
have laws calling for state con- 
trol of kashrut. Twelve states 
enforce these laws, Rabbi Wex- 
ler said, California being the 
only one that doesn’t. 

The purpose of the pending 
legistation, Rabbi Wexler said, 
is to enable the state to enforce 
a Jaw in effect 26 years that did 
not make provisions for an en- 
forcement agency. 


VOLUNTARY co-operation in 
the enforcement of kashrut su- 
pervision as suggested by the 
LAJCC (NJP, May 10) is just 
an illusion, Rabbi Wexler added. 
“Los Angeles tried that for a 
two-year period in 1954 and 1955 
and it failed.”

There was no persistent campaign, no big headlines, no beat- 
ing of the drums; just a simple story in this column telling of 
the children involved, and of their need. ‘ 

These people responded generously, and as a result eight 
boys and girls were this year enabled to go on with high school 
or vocational education which might otherwise have been inter- 
rupted because of family destitution, sudden death of a father, 
or other economic distress. Next week I shall introduce some 
of these young people—the beneficiaries of your help. 


IT IS ENCOURAGING to report that the government of Is 
rael, despite its difficulties, is making herculean efforts to broaden 
the base of secondary education. 

The national budget for the coming year provides a sum for 
the support of high school education which is six times larger 
than the preceding year—though still far*short of what is needed 
if every boy and girl of 14 and over is to be given an opportunity, 
to continue his studies. When it comes to distribution of scholar- 
ships, the government authorities spread the money around thinly 
to reach the largest number of children, but the high tuition fees 
too often make it impossible for scholarship winners even to ac- 
cept these partial awards. 

No one in Israel is satisfied with this state of affairs, but at 
a time when the absorption of incoming immigrants in large 
numbers has placed additional burdens upon the economy of thé 
country, it is impossible to take care of all domestic needs. 


NOT ALL of these children want a liberal arts high school 
education by any means. Most of them are seeking enough edu- 
cation and training to help turn them into skilled breadwinners. 
If a girl wants to take up a high school commercial course and 
master shorthand and typing, she has to pay tuition. If a boy 
wants to become a mechanic, a lathe operator, a welder—he has 
to pay tuition for his technica] high school training. 

Tuition fees at Israel’s high schools vary, but we have learned 
from experience that $200 is enough to pay for a year’s tuition, 
and in some instances to provide also for books, tools, and oc- 
casional extra needs,

WRITER SAMUELS tells of 
a young teen-age boy who was 
on the road to becoming a sea- 
soned criminal, In checking on 
his family life, it became obvi- 
ous the only way to change his 
future was to change that en- 
vironment. 

And so the “City of New York 
decided to undertake a_ con- 
trolled experiment.” Officials 
went to work on the slum apart- 
ment which housed his family. 

And here is a picture of the 
place: “A shocking slum by it- 
self,” overcrowded; you found 
there “racial tensions, assaults, 
narcotic addiction and larceny 

. plumbing leaked, halls were 
piled with garbage and rubbish, 
the noise, human and electron- 
ic, semed never ending...” 


Three city departments pooled 
their resources for the job-- 
Buildings, Health, and Welfare. 
First of all, they called the land- 
lord on the carpet, He in turn 
protested that “he was not ‘a 
slumlord’ and was réady to put 
the building in condition if it 
would stay that way.” Next the 
city sent in workers to study 
the needs of the tenants, the 
public schoo] nearby encouraged 
the children to attend its after- 
school centers, and the project 
was on its way. 


TODAY, EXPLAINS Reporter 
Samuels, the building is still 
overcrowded, but the project 
proved that “with concerted help 
people can—and will—live with 
dignity . . . The landlord not 
only removed the violations but 
reconditioned the building be- 
yond the minimum __require- 
ments. Tenants cleaned up halls 
and fire escapes and kept them 
that way. Jobs were found for 
employable adults. Families were 
shown how to seek help from 
the city’s health clinics. Fifteen 
families were helped to find bet- 
ter living quarters elsewhere. 
Vandalism disappeared . . A 
worker helped the boy get a job 
and even brought him one of 


‘Unwritten’ Bias 
At Williams, Says 
Student Survey 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass. (NJ 
P)—Reporting on a study of 
racial and religious discrimina- 
tion in fraternities at Williams 
College, a student committee 
urged college authorities to ex- 
tend efforts to rid the fraterni- 
ties of “unwritten” restrictions. 

The committee praised the 
president and board of directors 
for bringing about removal of 
written restrictive clauses from 
the constitutions of the 15 fra- 
ternities on the campus. But it 
also reported that it had found 
unwritten agreements just as ef- 
fective in perpetuating discrim- 
ination and denying Williams 
fraternities the right of self-de- 
termination of membership. 

The five-man committee was 
appointed by the College Coun- 
cil, top body of student govern- 
ment. The group held confiden- 
tial interviews with three re- 
sponsible members of each fra- 
ternity and studied official col- 
lege records of the past six 
years.

A patrolman on the beat for 
eight years declared, “This was 
the worst building in the area. 
There’s very little trouble here 
today.” 

AND SO it was proved that 
“it is economic as well as hu- 
mane to use the ‘task force ap- 
proach’ (as the project came to 
be known) to that end.” 

With the completion of. the 
project, another experiment—a 
whole block in a similarly de- 
plorable neighborhood—was un- 
dertaken, this time with several 
other city departments taking 
part. Again the task force was 
rewarded, after many difficul- 
ties, with a great measure of 
success, sO much so that other 
blocks “have been agitating for 
similar improvements.” 

But because of the “vast cost 
and large staff needed” such 
projects will have to move slow- 
ly, working at first with the 
worst off... A new committee 
under the Welfare Commission- 
er, including the city agencies, 
the criminal courts, and private 
social work groups will start 
at once on the “hard-core cases.” 


AND THAT, Mrs. Lee, is how 
the people of New York who 
are concerned about crime are 
approaching the probiem—by 
trying to wipe out conditions in 
which it grows, by trying to 
show these disturbed, under- 
privileged little fisnes in the 
Big Pond that someone else does 
care. 

That must be religion at its 
very best.

First Marriage Law 
Change In 1,000 Years 

The new Ketuba, which 
Orthodox leaders attacked 
so vigorously, represented 
an effort by Conservative 
leaders to modernize the an- 
cient marriage contract laws. 
It was the first change in 
more than 1,000 years. 

Conservative leaders main- 
tained that the Halacha 
(law) permitted additions to 
the Ketuba, and that the ad- 
ditions made by the Rab- 
binical Assembly were with- 
in the Halacha, despite Or- 
thodox objections. 

The basic changes: 

COUPLES ABOUT to be 
wed would consult a newly 
constituted Beth Din, or 
marriage court, before seek- 
ing divorce. 

A husbang would be re- 
quired to grant a Jewish di- 
vorce after a civil decree 
has been issued.

Cut Down Work: Prepare Several Pie Shells, Two or More Recipes at a Time

Warmer weather makes us a 
little lazier. We make excuses 
for ourselves by saying these 
are the days we should be out- 
of-doors, and so we simplify the 
housework. But the family i3 
as hungry as 
usual, Out

OUR prob. 
lem is to feed the family in- 
vitingly, nutritiously and easily. 
We want to spend as Iew hours 
in a hot kitchen as_ possible.

is to bake several pie shells at 
one time so that they may be 
filled on the spur of the moment. 

Since pie crust is made with 
vegetable shortening it is parve, 
and may be used for various 
meals. The baked shells keep 
very well, too, if they are lightly 
covered and stored in a dry 
place. 

ANOTHER good suggestion is 
to prepare two or more recipes 
at once. Some may be frozen 
for future use. Others keep for 
a day or two in the refrigerator. 
Basic dishes may be served with 
different sauces or various oth- 
er disguises may be used. We 
want to please our families, not 
bore them with too much repe- 
tition. 

2 RICE DESSERTS IN ONE 

1 cup uncooked rice 

1 tsp. salt 

2 cups water 
143 cups milk 


13 cup sugar 
1 tsp. vanilla 
14 pint heavy cream, whipped 
4% cup sugar 
1 large canned peach half 
per serving 
1 pkg. frozen raspberries, 
thawed 
% cup chocolate or other 
“sundae” sauce 
Put the rice, salt and water 
in a saucepan and bring to a 
vigorous boil. Turn the heat 
down low, cover and simmer 
over lowest heat 15 minutes. 
Stir in the milk. Cover and con- 
tinue to cook over low heat 30 
minutes or until the milk is ab- 
sorbed, Stir in the 
sugar. Cool. Stir in the vanilla, 
Cover and chill in the rifrigera- 
tor.

Marshall watched 
newspapers and magazines, such 
as Time and the Daily News of 
New York, to correct unfavora- 
ble or scurrilous references to 
the Jews. 


EVERY FORM of discrimina- 
tion and bigotry, directed against 
Jews or others, every interna- 
tional injustice similarly orient- 
ed, received his unremitting at- 
tention. But always, on the pos- 
itive side, he furthered philan- 
thropy, religion, and all the vir- 
tues of his heritage as a Jew.

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ATTITUDE TOWARD REVIVAL 


One has to recall the cynicism of the 1920s to face 
with equilibrium a situation where rabbis and Jewish 
leaders sneer at the renewed interest in things Jewish by 
the United States Jewish community. 

While no one claims that a new Golden Age of Jewry 
is upon us, the evidence of an entirely new attitude tt- 
ward Judaism is too obvious to require detailed docu- 
mentation. 

If those who today play the dangerous game of deni- 
grating Jewish life in the United States because of its ob- 
vious weaknesses were describing the Jewish community 
of 30 years ago—when even a Jewish-sounding name was 
considered a liability—their present activities might be 
understandable. 

Rabbi Abraham Feldman, president of the Synagogue 
Council of America, and Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, chan- 
cellor of the Jewish Theological Seminary of America, 
both took a dim view of those who write off so glibly 
what is happening in the United States Jewish community. 

No one will contend that the United States Jewish 
community is perfect. No Jewish community—or for that 
matter no community of any kind — can be perfect and 
still be human. 

There is a time for scepticism, there is a time for 
criticism, and there is a time for commendation and en- 
couragement. 


NEGRO RESPONSIBILITY 


The story in last week’s POST and OPINION giving 
the views of a Negro leader of the fight against segrega- 
tion shows the complication of the problem. 

In the same issue a news account told how Rabbi 
Seymour Atlas, a courageous fighter against segregation, 
was forced to resign his pulpit in self-respect after his 
congregation sought to gag him. 

The two news stories form the perfect editorial. 

The Negro leader, showing woeful ignorance of the 
position of the Jews of the South, had the answer to his 
complaint that Jews were not fighting segregation. 

We hope that not all Negro leaders are as ignorant 
as the Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth of Birmingham. 

Since ignorance is a partner of prejudice, Rev. Shuttles- 
worth is a dangerous person, for not only does he make 
a veiled threat of boycotting the Jews of the South, but 
he bases his threatened action on a total misconception of 
the business role the Jew plays in the South while ignor- 
ing the aid Jewish organizations have been giving to the 
fight against segregation. 

He cannot plead ignorance to knowledge of these 
facts, because they are widespread enough not for a Negro 
leader alone, but for the Negro man in the street, to know. 
In fact, Rabbi Atlas, although he is a martyr to the cause, 
exemplifies the attitude of all Southern rabbis almost 
without exception toward segregation. 

Negro leaders must show responsibility. How can 
they hope to achieve a peaceful solution to the problem 
of segregation with this kind of leadership? 


BAN ON SUPERMARKET MEAT 


Only another rabbi can tell whether the ban on the 
supermarket sale of kosher meat issued by a commission 
of three Orthodox Rabbis, is sound judgment based on 
Jewish law. The edict, issued by Rabbi Eliezer Silver of 
Cincinnati, head of the Agudath Harabonim, charged that 
sale of kosher meat in supermarkets violated the rules of 
kashrut and Torah law (NJP, May 10, 17). 

From the standpoint of the Jewish public, however, 
we believe that the edict will only prove again the im- 
possibility of enforcing Jewish law in mid-century U. S. 

Less than a year ago, the heads of 11 yeshivot banned 
Orthodox rabbis from participating in organizations in 
which Reform and Conservative rabbis hold membership. 
To our knowledge, no Orthodox rabbi has resigned from 
the New York Board of Rabbis or the Synagogue Council 
of America. 

The confusion within the realm of Jewish law ex- 
tends even to the rabbinate, so how can the Jewish lay- 
man be expected to obey Orthodox discipline as in the 
case of the edict against kosher meat in supermarkets? 


AIDING THE OPPOSITION 


The attempt by the Zionist Organization of America 
to forestall the appearance of Abba Eban before the 
founding convention of the Independent Zionists of Amer- 
ica (NJP, May 10) was foolish to say the least. Even the 
implication that Eban’s presence on the program of the 
convention lent the prestige of Israel to the new group is 
unwarranted. 

We've said before that the best publicity the new or- 
ganization could possibly get was given it by the ZOA 
leadership, which, instead of letting the new group have 
the silent treatment, has been calling the attention of the 
United States Jewish community to it periodically. 

Another approach, one. long overdue, is contained in 
the announcement of a program:to help American Jews 
get to Israel. This three-pronged program, minimal as it 
is, may make it possible for Americans who wish to go to 
Israel to reach there without having a substantial bank 
account. 

This is the way to combat the Independent Zionist 
Organization—give the United States Jewish community an 
ambitious pro-Israel program, which is at once vital and 
comprehensive. 
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IF AN AMERICAN JEW wishes to go 
to Israel to live, he must be well-heeled, or 
else he must stay in the United States and 
listen to speeches and read editorials about 
how American Jewry is unwilling to make 
the sacrifice by leaving the leisure and wealth 
of the United States for the hardships of 
life in a new pioneering country. 

If a Jew is a refugee from Egypt or 
Hungary or Poland, provision is made for 
his going to Israel through the United Jewish 
Appeal, which also sees that housing and the 
opportunity to earn a living is made avail- 
able through the funds it supplies to the 
Jewish Agency. 

But an American Jew has no such re- 
course. There is no way for him to get 
hardly any kind of assistance, even if it 
means only borrowing the required funds at 
low interest rates, 

THIS IS AN ANOMALY, and all the 
more so because the Israeli leadership has 
long been having a field day in its denuncia- 
tion of the American Jews who are lolling in 
wealth in this land of plenty unwilling to 
leave the fleshpots for rugged life in Israel. 

In South Africa and in England the 
domestic Zionist leadership has made it pos- 
sible for their countrymen to go to Israel 
and get settled there. But until the recent 
announcement (NJP, May 10) from the Zion- 
ist Organization of America of its limited 
program, there has been no such aid forth- 
coming to American Jews who hope to go to 
Israel. 

This is something that all American 
Zionist groups should work on together — an 
ambitious program of financial help to en- 


able those Americans who might want to 
settle in Israel to go there.

IN FOLLOWING UP our editorial of last 


week on Jewish fraternities, we’d like to 
quote from Rufus Learsi, the Jewish author 
who almost single-handedly is securing ac. 
ceptance of a Jewish ritual in memory of 
the six million Jews lost in the Nazi holo.

In this case, however, Learsi is describ- 
ing not fraternity ritual, but Jewish ritual, 
and anything Jewish seems to be anathema 
to our Jewish fraternities, 


Learsi writes: 


Current fashion takes an_ ignorant 
pride in belittling the significance of 
ritual. We have those among us who as- 
sure us with smug superiority that they 
have risen above that sort of thing. In 
their mind, ritual is associated with a 
primitive stage of social evolution. They 
seem to have no conception of the ex- 
tent to which it permeates every depart- 
ment of civilized life, not only religious 
but secular. They don’t realize that 
what they would call manners or proto- 
col or form is in reality a system of 
ritual. Nor do they realize how im- 
portant and manifold are the functions 
of ritual, not only as a social lubricant 
but as a mode of affirming and reinforc- 
ing aspirations and attachments. Every 
emotion clamors for expression and a 
shared emotion will find it in ritual; 
without such expression the emotion will 
wilt and die.

i Set holy shekel which main- 
Weinstein tained the tabernacle and 
the whole tribe of Levites, who were not as- 
signed any portion of the land. 
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THE TRIBES were organized according 
to the families, and the ancestral heads of 
the families were chosen as the princes and 
leaders of the tribes. The tribes were, in 
turn, organized in four sections of three 
tribes each, each led by the most powerful of 
the three. The tribes were stationed around 
the outer border of the Tent of Meeting— 
Asher, Dan and Naphtali on the north; Gad, 
Reuben and Simeon on the south; Manasseh, 
Ephraim and Benjamin on the west; Zebulan, 
Judah and Issachar on the east. 

On the inner circle more immediately 
surrounding the Tent of Meeting were the 
Levites in their four sectors, named Merarites, 
Kohathites, Gershonites and Sons of Aaron. 
The Levites were in a fashion to protect the 
holy vessels of the tabernacle from contact 
with the non-Levite. 

Each tribe carried its own ensign in- 
scribed with its specific symbol. 

The congregation of the tribes of Israel 
must indeed have made a very impressive 
and colorful mass display as they awaited 
orders to march or make camp, 


THE RECENTLY discovered Dead Sea 
Scroll, the War of the Sons of Light against 
the Sons of Darkness, borrows somewhat 
from these first chapters of Numbers. 

As one finishes the listing of the man- 
power of each tribe and reads more deeply 
into the book of Numbers, one becomes more 
profoundly aware of the particular genius of 
Biblical history. 

It is God-centered history. Our ancestors 
were not Satisfied merely to impose order on 
nature, to place the multi-faceted phenomena 
of sun, moon and stars, sky, earth and seas 


under one Divine hegemony. They insisted 
on ordering the events of history, the cumula- 
tive incidents of the human scene under 
God’s providence and purpose. 


GRANTED they were often doubtful of 
His providence and not happy with His pur- 
pose—but providence and purpose they posited, 
Egyptian tyranny could never be a meré 
manifestation of the interrelation of economics 
to politics; plague and catastrophe, famine 
and exile could never be just the tragic ac- 
cidents of fate and history. They had to be 
arrows in the quiver of God, directed to 4 
target seen and foreseen, 

The critics have chosen to consider Bible 
history more myth and theology than history, 
The Bible is seldom classified with Eusebius, 
Mommsen and Gibbons. The Spenglers and 
the Toynbees who see design in history do 
not see the Biblical design. But the Bible 
amazingly holds its own. Perhaps it is be 
cause readers in every age see beneath the 
external happenings of history the more es- 
sential drama of the soul, the unyielding 
hunger of the heart for personal significance 
and for sublimation in the larger impersonal 
significance. 

Because the Bible numbers every soul 
in the army of the Lord, it will inspire and 
console long after the secular historians have 
been discarded by ever more “authentic” in- 
terpretations, 
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MEAT BAN 


WILL DRIVE AWAY KASHRUT 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

The decision announced by 
Rabbi Eliezer Silver banning Or- 
thodox Jews from purchasing 
kosher meat at supermarkets 
(NJP, May 10) was another step 
in alienating Jews from Torah 
True Judaism. 

I do not question the great 
and outstanding Talmudie wis- 
dom of Rabbi Silver. I do, how- 
ever, fail to see his practical wis- 
dom. If the decision was based 
upon information available to 
the Beth Din proving that cer- 
tain markets had failed to live 
up to the kashrut requirements 
then why not enforce stronger 
and stricter regulations and su- 
pervision to avoid any future 
wrongdoing? 

IF KASHRUT was the prime 
motivation in this so-called 
“courageous and moral” deci- 
sion, where is the courage of 
the Agudas Harabonim neces- 
sary to forbid certain of its own 
members from giving a hehsher 
to hotels and caterers who serve 
non-kosher wines and cham- 
pagnes. (On one occasion I per- 
sonally protested and was told 
by the caterer that the rabbi 
OK’d it.) 

Have some leading Orthodox 
rabbis forgotten “Yoreh Deah” 
pertaining to “Yayin Nesech” or 
“Staam Yayin’? There is, of 
course, no comparison between 
wine and meat. However, to the 
best of my meager knowledge 
of Halaha, the din pertaining to 
wine still stands and a rabbi 
should not be permitted to ig- 
nore it at his own discretion; 
especially a member of the Aguu- 
das Harabonim. 

IF, ON THE other hand, the 


motivation in this decision is to 
protect the independent butcher, 
why not protect the independent 
religious consumer who cannot 
afford to pay the sky-high prices 
of butcher shops? 


Has the supermarket eliminat- 
ed independent grocers or non- 
Jewish butchers with whom 
they compete? Of course not! 
The consumer who wishes, and 
can afford, the individual atten- 
tion of a butcher wil continue 
to patronize the independent 
butcher, It is the lower-income 
Jewish families who will be driv- 


en to the supermarket, regard- 
less of whether they will be get- 
ting kosher or non-kosher meat. 

Is the decision to _ protect 
kashrut or the butcher? Do we 
find the source of the decision 
in the Yoreh Deah or in the 
butcher’s association manual? 

LET THE Agudas Harobonim 
bring up from the depths, in 
which they so pitifully lie, the 
standards of hehsharim in all 
fields, including that of meats, 
and enforce those standards upon 
the supermarket; subsequently 
the supermarket meats will be 
as kosher, if not more so, as 
that of the independent butcher. 

I hope and pray that this will 
not be a kol koreh bamidbar, a 
voice sounding in the desert, 
but that others, to whom the 
ideals of kashrut are sacred, will 
speak up in this vital issue.

IN ZIONISM, Hadassah and 
the Pioneer Women, they would 
be more active than the men in 
their own organizations. 

In the B’nai B'rith the wom- 
en's chapters would excel the 
men’s lodges in zeal; in the sis- 
terhoods the women would show 
More enthusiasm than the men 
In the congregational program.

Since the State was estab- 
lished, the number of Arab chil- 
dren attending school has 
doubled. Fifty-six Arab stu- 
dents are enrolled at the He- 
brew University in Jerusalem. 
Among the latter group is an 
Arab girl, the first in the Uni- 
versity’s history. 


GREAT SUMS of money are 
being expended in modernizing 
the primitive Arab villages, 
bringing them electricity and 
water, utilities which have hith- 
erto been scarce or absent. 

While the Arabs have ad- 
mittedly not achieved full equal- 
ity with the Jews in Israel, they 
do enjoy a legal and political 
status far superior to that of 
the Jews in the Arab countries. 
In Egypt, for example, the Jews 
are suffering exactly what the 
Catholic archbishop says is the 
lot of the Arabs in Israel: “Con- 
fiscation’ of land . . . oppression 
and humiliation on racial 
grounds, discrimination in em- 
ployment . .. and treatment as 
second-class citizens.” In the 
other Arab countries of the 
Middle East and North Africa, 
the Jews are living, at best, in 
at atmosphere of fear .and_ in- 
security. 

It is instructive to note that 
there is a continuing exodus of 
Jews from the Arab countries 
and a noticeable infiltration of 
Arabs into Israel, not only for 
pillage but also for settlement.

NEW YORK (NJP)—American Jews who don’t want to be 
linked to political parties in Israel were called on this week to 
support a newly formed United States Zionist group. 

The new organization made official its break from the Zion- 


ist Organization of America at 
a new name that didn’t include 
the word “Zionist” after a heated 
controversy. 

It took as its name the Amer- 
ican Jewish League for Israel. 
Tentatively it had been known 
as the Independent Zionist Or- 
ganization. 

Ezra Z. Shapiro of Cleveland 
was elected president. Veteran 
Zionist leader Louis Lipsky and 
Judge Louis E. Levinthal were 
named honorary presidents. 


SPEAKER AFTER SPEAKER 
called for a re-evaluation of the 
Zionist ideology, claiming the 
creation of the State of Israel 
made the old program of the 
Zionist organizations obsolete. 

Veteran Zionist Louis Lipsky 
—-one of the few left who worked 
with Herzl—told some 250 mem- 
bers of the founding assembly 
that he regretted leaving the 
ZOA after spending more than 
50 years in that organization. 
He said that he was yielding to 
the new demands of Zionism. 


DR. NAHUM GOLDMANN, 
World Zionist Organization pres- 
ident, on a local level one of 
the titular leaders of the found- 
ing organization, called on the 
AJLI to meet the challenge, and 
enroll the “hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jews who stood by the 
wayside because they wouldn't 
be identified with a particular 
party in Israel.” 

Heated discussion arose after 
Lipsky suggested that part of 
the organization’s name should 
be also “affiliated with the 
world Zionist Organization.” 

Julian B. Venezky, one of the 
founders of the now inactive 
American Friends of Israel, took 
issue with Lipsky on this point. 

A compromise was _ affected 
that provided that the wording 
of the constitution be arranged 
where affiliation to the WZO 
comes right after the name. 

Actually affiliation with the 
WZO depends only on whether 
an organization sells shekalim 
or not. Therefore, this point on 
WZO affiliation will not be faced 
until 1959, 

The new organization, though 
drawing heavily on former ZOA 
members or non-Zionist affiliates, 
attracted a number of big names 
from the religious Zionist ranks.

Hapoel Hamizrachi and former 
president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America was listed 
as a member of the board of the 
new group. 

On the other hand, veteran 
Orthodox leader Rabbi Joseph 
Lookstein delivered the invoca- 
tion at a luncheon that heard 
Abba Eban speak. 

Rabbi Lookstein said he had 
come to make a prayer and not 
to sign a membership card.

Softball League Dissolves 
Over Ku Klux Klan Entry 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (NJP) — An industrial softball 
league here was broken up when major sponsors withdrew 
their teams in protest over inclusion of a team entered by the 


Ku Klux Klan. 


The National Jewish POST and OPINION first broke the 
story of the KKK team in the league, which included teams 
sponsored by Du Pont, Peerless Woolen Mills, Combustion 
Engineering, Chattanooga Gas and Ridgedale Merchants. 

Du Pont, Peerless and Combustion withdrew their teams 
“without comment,” according to Chattanooga papers, and the 
league was dissolved, since it only had three teams left, in- 


cluding the KKK team. 


The Chattanooga Times, in an editorial, lauded the three 


withdrawing firms, declaring 


that “these links in great 


American industries will not countenance an association in 
the league with the Ku Klux Klan.” 
The editorial went on to point out that none of the players 


on the KKK-sponsored team belonged to the Klan. 


The Times 


said it was at a loss to account for the players’ willingness 


to wear the KKK uniform.
